Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled The Cat O'Nine Tails is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The publication is a DVD comprising a feature, a documentary on the Italian horror director Dario 
Argento, trailers for the feature, and seven trailers for other Argento films. 

The feature is classified "M" in Australia with the descriptive note "Moderate Horror Violence." 
The feature has been cross-rated "M" for New Zealand by the Film and Video Labelling Body 
under Reg. 9(4) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations (1994). 

The documentary and trailers for other features depict scenes of horror and violence, but not to an 
extent or degree that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
The publication therefore does not require a higher classification. As the publication's depictions of 
violence may be upsetting to children however, it is more suitable, and is likely intended, for older 
audiences with an understanding of and appreciation for early Italian horror cinema. 
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
